LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 6. — In Memoriam. conqueror of Zev and My Own in the La- 
tonia Championship Stakes at Latonia last Saturday, is named as a starter in the Falls City 
Handicap, the $5,000 added stake feature of the opening day at Churchill Downs. The three- 
year-olds champion has formidable opponents in Whiskaway, Cherry Tree, Audacious, Guest of 
Honor, Oui Oui, Lord Granite and Tip Toe Inn to contest with over the one mile and an eighth 
of the prevailing heavy track, but his admirers believe be showed his true colors last Saturday 
and will repeat tomorrow.

Begins This Afternoon.

Falls City Handicap and Six Other 
Races Constitute Attractive 
Inaugural Day Program. 

» — 

LOUISVTLL.E, Ky., Nov. 6. — The annual 
autumn season of racing at Churchill Downs 
■will be inaugurated Wednesday afternoon 
■with the running of the Falls City Handicap, 
at one mile and an eighth, and six other at- 
tractive races. The inaugural purse of $1,500 
value, at three-quarters, will provide a most 
worthy secondary feature. Predictions are 
for clearing weather for the OF>ening, but 
there is no possibility for a fast or even good 
track. 

Intermittent rains of the past three days 
have left the course in bad condition and 
blasted all hopes for a favorable track Wed- 
nesday afternoon. This however, is not cx- 
l>ected to detract from the spott as the fields 
for the seven carded races are filled with 
horses of well known mud running ability. 
With a fine brand of weather a large and 
representative crowd is expected to be on 
hand to welcome the thoroughbreds back to 
Louisville. 

The lateness of the season. Col. Winn does 
not believe will mar its success, for local 
race goers are evincing more keen interest 
in the sport than they have displayed in any 
previous fall meeting of recent years. Should 
fine weather prevail during the period of ten 
days. Col. Winn believes the meeting will 
prove a highly successful one. 

PLAN EARLY START. 

The first race will be called at 1 :45 p. m., 
and it is believed that this arrangement will 
afford ample time to run off the last race 
each day before darkness sets in. 

Practically all of the stables that partici- 
pated in the Latonia meeting have been 
shipped here and the horses are ready to race 
to their best form. That there will be more 
than a sufficient number of thoroughbreds 
to fill the daily progn*ams is evidenced by 
the fact that all of the stables at Churchill 
Downs are filled, while the overflow is amply 
taken care of at Douglas Park. 

The Falls City Handicap, which has an 
added money value of $5,000, has attracted 
a field of eight good handicap horses, in- 
cluding In Memoriam, the recently crowned 
three-year-old champion, ■which will carry 
123 pounds. This weight includes a penalty 
of three pounds for his victory last Saturday. 
The presence of the crack son of McGee and 
Enchantress in the stakV will add consider- 
ably to its attractiveness, and his perform- 
ance in the race will be watched with ex- 
traordinary interest. The Wiedemann colt 
will have as opponents Audacious, with 122 
pounds, and Whiskaway, which is asked to 
shoulder 123 pounds. In Memoriam will be 
the public choice in the race, while Audacious 
his most to be feared rival ■will probably go 
to the post a good second choice. The field 
is completed with Cherry Tree, Oui Oui, Lord 
Granite, Guest of Honor and Tip Toe Inn, all 
well known mud runners. 

The Inaugural Handicap will bring out a 
fine field of horses with a penchant for 
the mud, the list comprising Pindar Peel, 
Great Jaz, Post Haste, Marvin May, Crayon 
and Moss Fox II. All of the other races 
bring out evenly matched fields that promise 
keen contention in all of them. 

EVERYTHING SPIC AND SPAN. 

Everything at the picturesque plant is 
ready for the opening and the place presents 
an appearance rivaled by but few other tracks 
at this season of the year. Col. Andrew 
Vennie, the efficient resident manager, has 
been busily engaged for some time attending 
to the many details connected with the open- 
ing and he has been assisted by a capable 
corps of assistants. 

Horses continued to arrive all day Tues- 
day and when twilight fell practically all of 
the horses that will participate in the meet- 
ing were on the grounds.

The stable of “Bud” Fisher arrived from 
the East Tuesday in charge of trainer Alex 
Gordon and secured commodious quarters 
at Douglas Park. The consignment included 
the two-year-olds Mr. Mutt, Nellie Morse, 
Comic Artist, Little Jeff, Mirthful and Satire 
and the older horses Evil. Dream Star, Dart- 
moor and Billy Waters. 

The consignment that Will Perkins 
brought includes his complete stable of thirty 
horses, including Translate. Honor Man and 
Boots and Shoes. Perkins has also in his 
charge the Great Britain two-year-old Okee- 



EARLY CAUFORNIA RACING

Before 1892 Four-Day Meetings 
Were Held Spring and FaU. 
♦ - ■ 

Sport Prospered Greatly, but Protracted Ses- 
sions Resulted In Passage of Adverse 
Legislation in Golden Gate State. 

— ♦ - — 

The present revival of racing in California 
calls to mind the time in that state when 
the Blood Horse Association of California 
held four days of racing every spring and 
fall. That was before the fall meeting in 
1S92. 

On the last day of the Blood Horse Asso- 
siation meeting in the spring of that year 
Thomas H. Williams mounted a box and, 
addressing the horsemen present, said : “The 
coming fall there will be continuous racing 
at the Bay District track, rain or shine.” 

The speech was received with much ac- 
claim by the horsemen present, as previous 
to that time the old Blood Horse Association 
held four days’ racing every spring and fall, 
in which the pick of the California-bred 
horses sported colors. Palo Alto, Theodore 
Winters, Santa Anita and other leading 
breeding establishments were represented in 
the stakes, and many a horse that after- 
ward became famous ran his or her first I 
race over the Bay District track. 

Continuous racing began in California on 
October 29, 1892. 

MAJOR WOODRUFF PRESIDING JUDGE. 

Major Woodruff officiated as presiding 
judge, and the late James B. Ferguson 
handled the flag, a much more hazardous 
undertaking than at the present time. Among 
well-known people present at that time were 
Senator James Fair, CapL Henry White of 
the fire patrol ; Col. Dan Burns, Charles 
Durfee, W^illiam Brady, Harry Corbett, Gas- 
ton Ashe, Porter Ashe, Thomas H. Williams, 
Col. Harry Thornton, Andy McDowell, Sid 
Lacey, Sands Forman, Joseph Cairn Simp- 
son, Ed Smith, secretary of the State Fair 
Agricultural Association; Robert Wieland, 
Charles Wieland, A1 W'^ieland, Charles Fair, 
AV. O’B. Macdonough, Ell Dennison, Judge 
Reardon and Judge Lawlor. 

The first race of the 'day attracted the 
keenest interest, as the famous California 
mare, Geraldine, was among the starters. 
The race was at five-eighths — a distance 
admirably suited to the flying daughter of 
Grinstead. Mike Kelly rode Geraldine, ■which 
proved an easy winner over Mackay, ridden 
by Bally, and Topgallant, with George Mil- 
ler up. Mackay was 20 to 1 for the place. 

The second race, for two-year-old fillies, 
resulted in a sensational finish between 
Charley Fair’s Princess and the Lorraine 
stable’s Princess Lorraine. Hill had the 
mount on Princess, which won by a nose 
fiom the Kentucky filly, ridden by Perkin- 
scn. Charmer was third. 

Danny Miller’s filly, Charmion, was the 
winner in the third race, beating Happy Day, 
Grandee, Motto, Tyrona and Castro. Clancy 
piloted Charmion to victory. Old By Holly, 
long since dead, had Happy Day, which was 
noted for his wonderful stretch running abil-

FRANK BRUEN OPTIMISTIC

General Manager of Oriental Park 
Predicts Successful Meeting. 

» - 

Bases Calculations On Prosperity of Cnba — 

Horses Leave AVbeelIng and Hunt- 
ington for Havana. 

• 

LOUISVILLE, Ky.. Nov. 6.— Frank J. 

Bruen, general manager of the Oriental Park 
race track, Havana, Cuba, who has been 
spending several days at French Lick Springs, 
Ind., following the close at Latonia, will 
arrive here tomorrow to consult with horse- 
men who plan to race at the course of which 
he is the guiding spirit during the coming 
winter. Before leaving Latonia, Bruen re- 
ceived the assurance of a number of owners 
and trainers who have participated in the 
sport at Oriental Park for several years past 
that they would return this year, while a 
number of newcomers have been listed for 
shipment there. 

“I believe that we will enjoy a most pros- 
perous season,” said Bruen, “and I base my 
opinion on the prosperity of the Cuban peo- 
ple, which is greater than at any time 
since the war. AVe will hang up $4,100 in 
purse money each day, while feature races 
with extra financial inducements will be 
offered when the occasion requires. During 
the summer considerable money was ex- 
pended upon improvements at Oriental Park, 
and the course proper came in for more than 
its share of attention. It is our aim to con- 
tinue to beautify our racing plant, which 
now ranks in this respect with any track in 
America or any place else.” 

Judge AVilliam H. Shelley, who will serve 
as racing secretary at Havana, returned to 
his home here for a brief visit before taking 
up his duties there. He said that ten car- 
loads of horses left AA’heeling, AA^ A’a., Sunday 
for Oriental Park, while several more were 
shipped from Huntington, where he offi- 
ciated as a steward during the recent meet- 
ing. Shelley’s services were sought by sev- 
eral winter race tracks, but he chose Havana 
in preference to the others. His presence 
there will draw many horses as he is one 
of the most popular racing officials of the 
present day. 

A special train will leave here for Havana 
at the conclusion of the Churchill Downs 
meeting and it will carry Pullmans, a diner 
and day coaches as well as horse cars. 

Both the pari-mutuel and bookmaking 
forms of wagering will be used at Oriental 
Park during the coming winter. Manager 
Bruen said that while on a recent visit to 
the New York tracks, some of the most 
prominent odds layers from that section ad- 
vised him that they will cut in at Havana. 

INSURANCE AGAINST RAIN 



SAN FRANCISCO, Calif., Nov. 6.— The Pa- 
cific Coast Jockey Club has taken out an 
insurance policy against rain with the Hart- 
ford Insurance Company. The policy covers 
last Saturday November 3, also November 
24, 29 and December 1. The club will receive 
$10,000 each day if it rains more than one- 
tenth of an inch between the hours of 10 
a. m. and 2 p. m. On the other days the in- 
surance averages about $5,300 daily. 

Rain never prevents the running off of a 
program, but the Jockey Club is insuring 
against a loss of attendance. The Tanforan 
track has been especially built so that the 
races can be run in rainy weather. The steel- 
framed grandstand is also covered to pro- 
tect spectators.

Easily Wins Pimlico Feature, De-4 
feating Exodus, Hephaistos and 
Kentucky Star, Chacolet. 

B.ALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 6.— Fred Mu- 
sante’s My Dear, as honest a mare as ever 
looked through a bridle, was an easy winner 
of the mile and a half of the Bowie Handi- 
cap at Pimlico this afternoon, adding $7,400 
to her winnings. Two and a half lengths 
back of her came the Greentree Stable’s 



Exodus and Frank E. Brown’s Hephal.stoa 
saved third from Hal Price Headley’s Cha- 
colet, winner of the Kentucky Special and 
the hope of the Kentuckians in the big stake. 

AVeather conditions could hardly have been 
more unfavorable for the election day racing 
at old Pimlico, but there was a tremendou.<i 
crowd that braved the rain to be on hand 
for the sport that was offered. The muddy 
condition of the track resulted in a number 
of withdrawals and it altered the complexion 
of the fields, but the sport was first class 
and the races were truly run. 

It was the track conditions that brought 
about the scratching of H. Alterman’s 
Homestretch, winner of the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, in the Bowie, and High Prince was 
another that declined. The running demon- 
strated that others should have teen with- 
drawn. but it was a good race all the way 
and Maryland was particularly elated that 
My Dear had so effectively disposed of 
Chacolet, the Kentucky mare that had the 
reputation of being favored by the going. 

Little time was lost at the barrier and 
as it rose Exodus moved to the front and 
ColtllettI seemed to think he had a mount 
that could outrun his opponents all the way. 
He early went into a good lead and if it had 
not been for My Dear his estimate of tha 
field would have been eminently correct. 

Dunlin, one of the Cosden entry, was in 
second place and Maximac was showing the 
way to the others. Hephaistos was jiist 
showing the way to My Dear and that wag 
the order until the last three-quarters was 
reached. Through the last half mile thera 
came a change when those that were chas- 
ing Exodus dropped off one after another, 
while My Dear continued to gallop along in 
the way that has made her famous. In tha 
stretch she readily wore down the Green- 
tree Stable’s starter and at the end she was 
two and a half lengths clear and still go!ng 
away. E.xodus beat Hephaistos four lengths 
for second place and the others w’ere strung 
out. 



THRILLING THREE HORSE FINISH. 

Rather a nice band of two-year-olds met 
in the three-quarters of the Juvenile Han- 
dicap and it brought about a first-class fin- 
ish when Sun Flag. Runningwild and H. T. 
AA'^aters finished clcsely lapped in the order 
named. Back of them came Brice, Yankea 
Princess, Sarko and Sheiman. 

Sherman was first to show out of a good 
start, but he was quickly outrun and then 
it was Sarko that was showing the way 
closely attended by H. T. AA'^aters, Yankee 
Princess and Runningwild. Sun Flag was 
a bit slow to find his racing legs, but Sando 
had him in a good position and he was 
galloping along strongly. 

*Sarko did not last long in command and 
when he gave way there was a general 
closing up, with Runningwild just showing 
the way to H. T. AAaters. But Sun Flag was 
gradually improving his position and he had 
moved into third place, circling around on 
the outside. After making the turn for home 
H. T. AVaters seemed to have Runningwild 
beaten for a few strides, but Sun Flag was 
right after him and in a rattling finish the 
son of Sun Briar just got up to win by a 
head, while Runningwild saved second place 
by a ncse ■when IL T. AVaters tired slightly 
right at the end. 

F. E. Rodgers furnished the winner of the 
second race in Ebony Belle. S. Ix)uis’ Our 
Star was second, while AV. J. Salmon’s Jack- 
son was third. The field caused some delay 
at the barrier. Ebony Belle was hustled 
away into a commanding lead by McAtee and, 
reveling in the going, hold her opponents 
safe for speed all the way. Our Star raced 
prominently and saved ground, but could not 
overtake the winner, while Jackson was 
quitting at the end. v

For the second time in his lirilliant unbeaten 
career Mrs. Vanderbilt’s remarkable two-year- 
old gelding Sarazen has beaten older horses 
over the mile distance. This score came when 
the son of High Time and Rush Box was 
such an easy winner of the Pimlico Serial 
Weight-for-Age Race No. 2 over the three- 
year-old General Thatcher and the six-year- 
old Blazes. 

It was the tenth score for this wonderful 
juvenile and, like all of his other races, re- 
sulted in the easiest sort of a victory. He 
took the track from the start and just romped 
along in front without at any time being fully 
extended. In his previous race against older 
horses at Laurel Sarazen ran his mile in 
1 :38% to easily beat Flagstaff, Bigheart and 
Blazes in that race as in his race Monday, apd 
as a matter of fact all his races he took the 
track from the start and never for a stride 
left the res^t in doubt. 

A horse that accomplishes what has been 
accomplished by Sarazen with such ridiculous 
ease should last a long time. At no time has 
be really been asked to run in any of the ten 
times he has romped home in front, and he 
races over the mile route with the same ease 
that he galloped five furlongs at Hawthorne 
when he was first sent to the post.

FAREWELL AT NEW YORK 

Election Day’s Amateur Racing 
Ends the New York Cam- 
paign of This Tear. 



NEW YORK. N. T„ Nov. 6.— In a drizzle 
of rain at Belmont Park this afternoon old 
Harry Page, the dean of gentlemen riders, 
took the center of the stage away from the 
horses by riding Mrs. William Hitt’s Kate 
O’Day to victory in the second part of the 
United Hunts Double Event Steeplechase for 
hunters. 

Eight hunters started in the feature at 
about two miles and a half over the brush 
course. Three of the starters came to grief 
in the running. Mr. Page waited with his 
mount until ready and when he went to the 
front in the stretch in the second turn of the 
field the race was over, so far as the 5vinner 
was concerned. Kate O’Day won by eiglit 
lengths from Leslie G. Keiffer’s Guy Gaunt 
and Mr. Page was sitting back in the saddle 
as calmly as if he were out riding in the 
park. 

When the veteran rode the winner to the 
judges’ stand the band played Auld Lang 
Syne, and the crowd joined in w’ith ringing 
cheers. The incidents began in the early 
running. Abydos fell with Mr. Eckerson at 
the third fence. Commodore Gaunt was 
pulled up at the sixth fence and Ireland’s 
Best, which had made most of the pace up 
to that point, lost his rider at the ninth 
jump. 

The weather for the second and final day 
of United Hunts racing was dreary, with a 
drizzling rain that persisted through most 
of the afternoon. In spite of this a larger 
crowd than that of Saturday turned out for 
the sport and there was considerable enthusi- 
asm over the racing. 

Only three of the eleven two-year-olds 
named overnight for the first race at seven- 
eighths remained to race after the withdraw- 
als were announced. Gypsy King, racing for 
John E. Madden, was the winner, with Au- 
gust Belmont’s Blind Play second and Spon- 
taneous last. 

The Between the Flags Steeplechase, for 
maiden thoroughbred or half-bred hunters, 
was marred by a succession of accidents and 
falls. R, Penn Smith, Jr., rode his own horse, 
Irish Heather, to victory. He was the only 
one that finished the three miles and a half 
over the timber course ■without a mishap. 
Enoch Graliam lost his rider at the seven- 
teenth jump, but was remounted and finished 
second, about a quarter of a mile behind the 
winner. A similar distance behind him w^as 
Kings Foot, ivhich was remounted after los- 
ing his rider at the twenty-second jump. 

The most serious accident in the race came 
at the twenty-ninth jump, when Carry On 
blundered into the timber and fell on his 
rider. Mr. Thomas appeared to have been 
seriously injured, but after a few minutes 
was able to leave the field unassisted.
